ACTIVITIES OF LIBYANS NEAR CHAD CAPITAL 


Support Base in Douguia

[Text] J.ibyan troops are at present setting up a logistical base at Douguia, 60 
km north of Ndjamena, the Chadian capital, making it easier for them to help the 
People's Armed Forces [FAP! commanded by Goukouni Oueddei in their battle against 
FAN leader Hissein Habre's supporters. According to information obtained in Paris 
the Douguia base, which has a runway capable of taking the Libyan Hercules air- 
craft, is the most forward-based of Tripcli's military instaliations on Chadian 
territory. 


Since the Libyan offensive in Chad the presence of regular forces under Colonel 
al-Qadhdhafi's orders in Ndjamena hae not increased, contrary to reports from a 
foreign source. Libyan technical advisers are tiaining units loyal to Boukouni 
Oueddei in the Chadian capital and oniy two Libyan commando units each with around 
30 men have been located in Ndjamena. However, 2,000 Libyan soldiers and volunteers 
frum ccveral Arab countries which support the Tripoli regime are now massed in 

the northern Aouzou strip and around Faya-Largeau. 


These Libyan forces are equipped mainly with large numbers of Brazilian-made 
Cascavel tanks, British-designed ferret automatic machine guns and Soviet troop 
transports. They need a large flow of regular logistic support from Libyan 
garrisons on the Mediterranean coast. 


Before a possible operation to conquer Ndjamena or, more probably, to support FAP 
units with their heavy equipment, the Libyan troops are at present setting up an 
intermediate base at Douguia, some 60 km north of the Chadian capital. This base 
can receive the Hercules transport aircraft (arms, munitions, gasoline, food and 
troop reinforcements) bought from the United States, but it will probably not be 
able to receive the Soviet-made Tupolev-22 fighters which the Libyan air force 

is capable of suing. 


The Douguia base has been prepared, if necessary, to receive 2,000 men selected 
from the garrisons in the north of the country or sent as reinforcements direct 
from Libya. 











According to information gathered in Paris, the FAP units in Ndjamena have consid- 
erable amounts of individual and collective weapons: 8l-mm French, SOP and U.S, 
mortars, recoilless 57-mm guns wunted on jeeps, 14.5-mm machine guns mounted in 
pairs on land rovers, Soviet Rr¥G antitank rocket launchers and multiple rocket 
launchers (Stalin's organs).

[Text] Ndjamena--The war in the Chadian capital has once again changed in appear- 
ance. It is no longer colored solely by the desert, by the fratricidal struggle 
between ii. men of the north. Since 21 March when Hissein Habre mounted an “armed 
rebellion,” according to his adversaries, against the National Unity Transition 
Government [GUNT], only the People's Armed Forces [FAP], Presideat Goukouni 
Oueddei's troops, had been fighting in the city. 


It is now the "southern" soldiers of Lieutenant Colonel Kamougue, GUNT vice presi- 
dent, w.o are occupying the government positions on the frontline of the former 
presidency, destroyed by the FAN's 120-mm shells. Lieutenant Colonel Kamougue told 
us Sunday 23 November that he had taken command of the coalition forces in the 
capital. 


The tirst si ns of the change can be seen at the Chari Ferry, which is the only 
means of crossing from Cameroon to the “government zone” of Farcha, a village on 
Ndjamena's northwest outskirts. The interminable discussions with the canoe 
operators on the Cameroon side amid the gasoline barrels, bags, automobiles and 
ambulances waiting to cross can only succeed if you are dealing with the vice 
president's men. 


In the avsence of President Goukouni, at present in Conakry, the government repre- 
sentatives are reticent because "there are too many problems with journalists." 
Transport Minister Ramat Alkhaly, who was himself preparing to cross the river in 
a canoe, assured us that he could "do nothing for us." 


As soon as we finally arrived in the city, Lieutenant Colonel Kimougue welcomed 
us, surrounded by “southern” ministers and senior officers from the old Chad army, 
in the “villa mobutu." 


"It is true," he explained, “that I am responsible for coordinating military opera- 
tions in Ndjamena. The coalition forces’ methods are too diverse, and that is 
giving Hissein Habre an advantage since he is leading one army which obeys one 
leader." 


Although the FAP fighters are courageous and seasoned, the "southern" officers 
remarked, they now nothing about the position warfare into which the Ndjamena 
conflict has sunk. They fall back after an attack, often because they have not 
been given fresh supplies of ammunition. The FAN can therefore recapture a villa 
or administrative building lost the previous day without having to fire a shot. 
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Since mid-October the Chad Armed Forces [CAF], trained by t.xe French army, have 
ceplaced the FAP elements on the front “in order to launch a new offensive against 
the strong bases." 


Division of Tasks 


So what has happened to the bulk of Goukouni Oueddei's troops? Officiully they 
are still stationed at Farcha, theoretically under the coordinating vice presi- 
dent's supreme command. "You will see them in action if there is an attack,” 

we were assured. Meanwhile a division of tasks seems to be emerging, despite the 
difficulty in obtaining reliable information in Ndjamena: the FAP seem to be in 
action in the far north of the capital, essentially on the access roads and on the 
main road to Abeche, a city in the northeast which is still being used as a FAN 
supply base. They are apparently also occupying cities in Borkou, Ennedi and 
Tibesti--Chad's northern provinces--and forward positions in the center of the 
country. According to some reports obtained in Kousseri, a Cameroon border 
village where observers and diplomats have taken refuge, this division of tasks 
could, however, conceal "a degree of exhaustion" in the FAP over the past 3 months. 
One rumor, which obviously cannot be checked, states that Goukouni Oueddei may 
have lost up to 40 percent of his troops stationed in the capital either in the 
fighting or through desertion. 


"U.S. Fable” 


According to some people their move northward cod be seen as an attempt to cut 
off access to Douguia, which is situated 60 km i ‘he capital, where the Penragon 
believes it has detected the presence of more than 3,900 Libyan Islamic legicuaries. 
Lieutenant Colonel Kamougue showed some irritation on this subject. The "U.S. 
fable," as the “southern” officers call it, is irritating him. "Nobody has seen 
these Libyans in Chad," the vice president explained to us. "All I can tell you 

is that we have asked for material aid from that country since the other govern- 
ments are doing nothing to help us. I have not heard talk of anything else." 


[Question] What about the Tupolev-22 fighter-bomber which bombed FAN positions 
in the capital at the beginning of the month? 


[Answer] It is a mysterious ally. We do not know who is sending it to us. 


[Question] What about the Chinook helicopters which are transferring the CAF to 
the north? 


[Answer] I do not bother to find out who is piloting those helicopters. I merely 
ask the government for a helicopter. [Answer ends] 





Moreover Lieutenant Colonel Kamougue does not know whether--as has been rumored-- 
the FAN have captured some 10 Libyan soldiers. "How can they be recognized?" Nor 
does he know whether an agreement was signed between Chad and Libya in June. "I 

was in Paris and when I returned I had not time to discuss things with the president." 
With the support of these invisible Libyans, whose presence is nonetheless con- 
firmed by other sources, fighting is continuing in the capital with machinegun and 
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heavy artillery fire, although the shooting is not a8 intensive as it was in epring, 
An average of 15 seriously wounded peopie arrive each evening at the two field 
hospitals which have been set up in Cameroon. 


Ruined Site 


We were able to tour the “government” positions. In some sectors, near the post 
office or along the river, the adversaries are dug in less than 100 meters apart. 
Hiesein Habre's enipers, armed with French MAS 4 rifles, wait for hours in a tree 
or behind the ruins of a wall for the shadow of a CAP soldier to appear. A FAN 
group hae been surrounded for 2 days in the old Sudan Embassy. The government 
forces may take a week to oust them. "The use of light artillery is very difficult,” 
an officer told us, “because the two armies are fighting in very limited apace and 
we are in danger of shelling our own positions." 


The city is unrecognizable. All the downtown administrative buildings have been 
partly destroyed by heavy artillery. The Place de l'Independance is now nothing 
more than a huge area pockmarked with holes. All that is left of the cathedral 
is the facade. When the antiaircraft guns are not pulverizing the houses, the 
fighters on both sides are digging routes through gardens, enabling them to avoid 
the streets. 


Since last weekend the CAF have been systematically machinegunning the river at 
night to prevent Hissein Habre's canoes from crossing, since he too has a point of 
access on the Cameroon side. This is a dangerous operation: 48 soon as a boat 
leaves the Kousseri bank a 12.7-mm machinegun, whose “impregnable” emplacement the 
CAF officers proudly showed us, opens up. Tracer bullets disappear over the lagoon, 
which flows into the Chari. If the moonlight is not good enough to show up the 
target, the sentries send up flares and the gunner can * ,ust his aim just as in 

an exercise.

PRES LDENT SENGHOR LNTERVIEWED ON TALKS WITH KING HASSAN

[Text] Feb 29 Nov [as printed) (MAP)--President Leopold Sedar Senghor of Senegal, 
left here Priday following a four-day stay in Morocco, during which he 
participated in the works of the second session of the Academy of the 
Kingdom of Morocco, of which he is an associate member. 


In a statement to Moroccan News Agency MAP, President Senghor said he had 
very cordial talke with King Hassan II of Morocco. The talks, he added, 
centered on the Arab-Israeli conflict and the invasion of Chad by the Libyan 


army. 


Concerning the Arab-Israeli conflict, President Senghor affirmed that "slow 
progress is being made in spite of all." He precised that during the 
socialist international congress held in Madrid from November 13 to 16, he 
met with PLO representative Mr. Sertani and Israeli opposition leader 

Shimon Peres. From these meetings, went on President Senghor, “I learned 
that we are moving towards what I call ‘dynamic compromise.’ I would say 

no more, but I have talked about it at length with His Majesty King Hassan II 
after having talked about it to President Al-Sadat of Egypt." 


Concerning the Libyan invasion of Chad, President Senghor said it was related 
to massacres of black Mauritanian prisoners by the "Polisario." 


Affirming that Mr. Hiessan Habre of the Armed Forces of the North (FAN) will 
sign the cease-fire agreement already signed by Chadian President Goukouni 
Ouddei, President Senghor indicated that the committee on Chad will meet at 
the level of heads of state to spare Chad from being colonized by Libya. 


He expressed optimism and faith in the future because “there is an awakening 
of African conscience, and unity of thought and action between (?north and) 
south of the Sahara. I believe more than ever in Afro-Arab cooperation. This 
is the essence of the talks I had with His Majesty King Hassan IT." 


He then added that "You Moroccans have the great chance of having one of the 
most cultivated and lucid heads of state." 


Speaking of the works of the Academy of the Kingdom of Morocco, the 
Senegalese president underlined that the second session did some very good 
work, adding that “I have the impression that Morocco is setting a cultural 
model valid not only for the Maghreb but for black Africa as well.”

ANGOLA, CAPE VERDE COOPERATION AGREEMENT RATIFIED

[Text] Yesterday in Luanda there was an exchange of documents ratifying the 
general cooperative agreement existing between the People's Republic of Angola 
and the Republic of Cape Verde, signed on 15 December 1976 by the late Comrade 
President Agostinho Neto and Cape Verdean President Aristides Pereira. 


The agreement calls for cooperation in the political, cultural, economic, financial, 
judicial, technical, scientific, transportation, communications, diplomatic, 
consular and security areas. 


Angolan Minister of Foreign Affaire Paulo Teixeira Jorge, who represented our 
country at the ceremony, said that this event exemplified greater cooperation in 
those areas between the People's Republic of Angola and the Republic of Cape 
Verde. 


Paulo Jorge also stated that this agreement reflects the confidence both countries 
have in wanting to increase and harmonize bilateral relations in order to find 
ways and means to extend those cooperative relations which will be of mutual 
advantage. 


Joaquim Pedro Silva, plenipotentiary ambassador from that friendly country to 
Angola, pointed out that the implementation of the ratified agreement will indicate 
a higher level inthe traditional relations existing between our two peoples and 
countries. He also emphasized that those relations h: ! been molded by the common 
struggle of the two vanguard parties, the MPLA-Labor larty and the PAIGC. He 

also stressed the dynamic role played by the joint commission which had made 

the arrangement for sectorial cooperation possible, especially in the commercial 
and cultural areas.

[Excerpts] In the reciprocal analyses of our development processes, we concluded 
that our options have been transformed into specific actions. Today Angola and 
Mozambique are raising high the banner of socialiem, certa‘n that our workers have 
found their respective vanguards, which will lead them to more profound achieve- 
mente." According to Lucio Lara, member of the MPLA-Labor Party Political Bureau, 
this wae one of the conclusions reached during the Maputo meecing between the van- 
guard party of the Angolan people and the FRELIMO Party. 


Lucio Lara, who led an MPLA-Labor Party delegation to Mozambique, made the state- 
ments to the national news media yesterday, moments before returning to his country. 


The Angolan high official reported that the objectives of his 4-day visit to our 
country have been achieved, within the framework of strengthening the existing 
relations of friendship and cooperation between the two parties, which are currently 
facing new problems as the governing parties of the respective states. 


"In effect, the delegation came with the mission of reaffirming the close coopera- 
tion between the two parties and analyzing the present status of their relations, 
which are excellent,” Lara said. He continued: "We can say that the labor class 
here in Mozambique is asserting itself more and more as the bulwark of the socialist 
revolution in southern Africa." 


Regarding the way in which the MPLA-Labor Party views the efforts being developed 
to find a peaceful solution to the Namibian problem, Lara declared that since the 
days of the late President Agostinho Neto, Angola had done everything in its power 
to bring about a peaceful solution. “However,” he added, “we are familiar with the 
nature of imperialism, of which the South African regime is a specific and most 
savage expression.

PORTUGUESE AFRICA LEADERS MEETING--Luanda, 2 Dec (AFP)--The heads of state of 
Cape Verde, Mozambique, Sao Tome and Principe and Angola began their meeting on 
Tuesday to examine the situation created by the 14 November coup in Bissau. Mr 
Aristides Pereira, president of Cape Verde and secretary general of the PAIGC 
(African Independence Party of Guinea-Bissau and Cape Verde); Mr Samora Machel, 
president of Mozambique; Mr Manuel Pinto da Costa, president of Sao Tome and 
Principe, and Mr Jose Eduardo Dos Santos, president of Angola are taking part 

in thie meeting. According to ANGOP (Angola news agency), Mr Eduardo Dos Santos, 
in opening the meeting, regretted the absence of Guinea-Bissau at this meeting 
and added that Angola is sure that it did not shut the door on the Republic of 
Guinea-Bissau. The Angolan president also recalled the friendly relations which 
unite the Portuguese-speaking African countries and emphasized that the Luanda 
meeting does not constitute interference in the internal affairs of a foreign 
country. Mr Jose Eduardo Dos Santos added, however, that events in Guinea-Bissau 
affect the life of the PAIGC and can have repercussions on relations between the 
former Portuguese colonies in Africa. Finally, he expressed the hope that in 
spite of everything, unity of these countries will be strengthened.

DOS SANTOS COMMENTS ON DIFFICULT LIVING CONDITIONS

[Address by President Jose Eduardo dos Santos to the people of the Funda Commune, 
date not given] 


[Excerpts] Dear comrades and countrymen of Funda Commune: 


About 6 monthe ago, we paid a visit to Luanda Province, and at that time we plan- 
ned to come here to talk with the comrades and to bring up some ideas that might 
enable us to solve some of the problems that concern you. 


Unhappily, we had to cut our visit short. We went directly from Icolo and Bengo 
to Luanda, without stopping by Punda. The comrade minister of agriculture has 
told me that the comrades were unhappy at that time, and obviously rightly so. 
We had urgent problems to solve, so we had to return to Luanda, but we also said 
on that occasion that we would find a better opportunity to come here and learn 
about the problems, not only here in Punda Commune but throughout this area, 

and here we are. We are here after visits to various locations in the two pro- 
vinces. 


I can say that we are satisfied. We are satisfied because we saw comrades work- 
ing, working under difficult conditions. We encountered comrades and countrymen 
who had come from the central and southern part of the country, who are working 
here with virtually no place to live. They all sleep in a large dormitory. They 
have problems getting food, but they work. They are aware that their work is the 
most important thing. 


We also observed that there are enthusiastic comrades, who want to take part in 
national reconstruction. We have seen comrades enrolled in the OMA [Organization 
of Angolan Women], Pioneers enrolled in the OPA [Organization of Angolan Pioneers] 
and, above all, everywhere we visited, we saw that the people greeted us with great 
affection, great happiness and attentiveness, and this pleased us. I would like 
right now to thank all the comrades, all the countrymen who organized this warm 
reception for me and the delegation accompanying me. I would like to thank the 
people of Funda Commune, who received us very warmly, who waited many hours here 

in the sun to meet with us and have this conversation with us. 














We know how the people of Luanda have suffered for lack of water, especially in 

the city of luanda. There are areas today where the water supply is insufficient 
and has been insufficient for a long time, for many years. This is unhealthy 

for our people, who cannot prepare their food properly, who cannot--well, Cake 
care of their hygiene. We are going to make every effort to see that this project 
is completed by December. The comrades in the Building Ministry initially plan- 
ned to complete this project by March or April 1981. We think we should have more 
workers, to move up the schedule, and we have made this decision. We have re- 
quested a bid from the Cuban enterprise, we are hiring more workers, and now 

the comrades say that the project will be completed this December, and then Luanda 
can see ite water problem solved, for the most part. It will be more satisfactorily 
resolved when we complete the water towers that are also to be constructed in the 
city of Luanda, two towers that will make it possible for potable water to reach 
the top floore of the highest buildings in the city of Luanda. 


So we are making this effort, and we are sure we will be successful, and one more 
problem will be resolved. During this year we have partially solved the public 
transportation problem in Luanda Province. Now we are working to solve the water 
problem. 


Another serious problem is that of nutrition. Every morning we visit some poultry 
firms, enterprises that produce eggs and chickens in Luanda Province. These 
companies have some problems that are easy to solve; others are not so easy. 

For example, there is a feed shortage; we have to solve this problem. There is 
the shortage of water. We are also visiting agricultural enterprises. We ob- 
serve some difficulties there, too, and the major problem we notice is the diet 
and living conditions of the workers. This means we must take some steps to feed 
the farm workers better and to improve their living conditions, to improve the 
housing these workers live in. After we solve these problems, we are sure we 

can increase production here, in tomatoes, potatoes, beans, onions and even cassav:. 
This will largely resolve many of our nutrition problems. 


We Cannot Solve Everything Alone 


Now, after this state visit, we are going to have some meetings with the comrade 
officials to find the quickest way to solve these problems we are confronting. 

I am sure that the comrades of Funda Commune and other municipios and communes 
that we have visited will give us their help. We are the leaders. Our mission 
is to guide, to draft the guidelines to resolve the problems, but we cannot solve 
everything by ourselves. We draw up the guidelines, and someone has to carry 
them out. Someone has to go into the field to put in practice the guidelines 
drafted and passed on by the party and government. These are the comrades who 
are going to put them in practice, who are going to work in the agricultural 
enterprises, the poultry concerns and so on. Well, some of them are here among 
you, and I hope the comrades understand the effort we are making, and that they 
will support us, that they will help us revolve the problems experienced by all 
of us, felt by all of us. 


Well, I will not go on any longer. I think this first meeting was more for us 
to get to know each other. This is the first time I have come here as president 








of the party and the republic, I have been here before as a member of the Politi- 
cal Bureau or the Central Committee and the government, so it was natural that the 
comrades would want to see me personally and see the comrade members of the Central 
Committee and Political Bureau who accompany me. We are already acquainted.

FAILURE TO ACHIEVE MANUFACTURING GOALS DISCUSSED

[Text] Of the basic documents to be submitted to the First Extraordinary Party 
Congress, which are now being discussed among the rank and file, the analysie 
of activity in the manufacturing industry merits special attention, since this 
is an important segment of the sector defined as decisive for the country's 
economic development, and is responsible--along with agriculture and animal 
husbandry--for the production of many of the most basic consumer needs of our 


people. 


In the critical judgment we must make of the activity developed by the manufactur- 
ing industry in the 3-year period from 1978 to 1980, the characteristics of the 
active labor force and the stage of development of awareness in the labor class, 
as the most representative group in this important sector of the nation's economy, 
represent an influential factor. 


Suffering generally from the same shortages and problems that confront most of 
the other sectors of the nation's life, the three branches of the manufacturing 
industry (food and light and heavy industry) have not succeeded in achieving the 
goals established by the first congress in 1977 for the succeeding 3-year period. 
In effect, with regard to the economic goals established for the manufacturing 
industry, the overall rate of achievement averages around 50 percent, with rates 
of 45, 66 and 40 percent for the food industry, light industry and heavy industry, 
respect ively. 


Still, we cannot fail to note the success of the Angolan workers in recovering 
most of the industrial park abandoned by the colonialists, including units 
destroyed by sabotage. This immediately suggests to us that there is an appreci- 
able revolutionary awareness in the labor class, specifically in the manufactur- 
ing industry sector. 


Let us look at some examples of the activity in this sector during the 3-year 
period, and also at the major problems that have not been overcome and that are 
responsible, to some extent, for the low rates of production and productivity 
that have been recorded. 








In the food sector, during the 3-year period it was necessary tv resort to import- 
ing raw materials, since domestic agricultural and livestock production was not 
even sufficient for direct consumption, and these sectors began to deliver sur- 
pluses to industry only this year. Even resorting to imports, in 1979 the corn 
and wheat mille did not exceed 60 and 49 percent, respectively, of the goals 
established at the first congress. These low production levels had noticeable 
repercussions in the bread baking industry. Struggling with internal problems 

as well, the industry could not satisfy consumer needs. There were also low 
production rates for vegetable oils, margarine, sausages and preserved meats, 
fruite and vegetables. 


As for beers and beverages, production levels in 1979 were 41 and 51 percent, 
respectively, of the goale set, while the sugar industry, where large investments 
were applied to mechanize production, did not reach 50 percent of the 65,000- 
70,000-ton goal set by the congress. 


Results were no better in light industry, which also depends on imported raw 
materials. Despite the reorganization effort throughout the 3-year period and 

the existence of a plan to build new unite (of which only Africa Textil in Benguela 
was completed), production in this sector remained at very low levels, necessitat- 
ing imports of large quantities of finished products, specifically textiles, 

shoes and clothing. 


With respect to heavy industry, major efforts during the j-year period were 
concentrated on measures to organize, recover and maintain various units. 


We note, for its strategic importance, the Alto Catumbela cellulose plant, re- 
covered in July of this year and already showing excellent prospects for produc- 
tion. Encouraging results were also obtained in the manufacture of dry cells, 
batteries and tires. Results were not significant in metallurgy and metalworking, 
with low production rates for machetes, hoes and plow-shares, indispensable tools 
for agricultural development. 


It is also noted that very little was accomplished in the subsector of Freezing 
and Refrigeration, where we have not recovered or maintained most of the exist ing 
facilities and have not gone beyond the planning stage for the installation of a 
new national cold storage network. 


Of the major problems and difficulties that held back development in the sector 
during the 3-year period, one on the greatest was the irregular” supply of raw 
materials, both domestic and imported. Weak domestic production and unsat isfactory 
coordination and functioning in the import sector caused numerous disrupt ions 

in supply, leading to frequent and rather prolonged idleness in some industrial 
units. Other unsolved problems in the 3-year period included poor maintenance, 
lack of technical assistance and irregular supplies of parts, fuels and lubricants. 


The shortage of cadres, namely technicians and administrators, was one reason 

for the lack of organization and control of production and poor enlistment and 
management of the labor force, estimated at about 57,000 workers, including 22,500 
in the food industry, 19,500 in light industry and 14,500 in heavy industry. 
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Of the manufacturing units, 72 percent are state run, 3 percent are mixed, and 
25 percent are private; they are responsible for 50, 14 and 30 percent, respectively, 
of the overall volume of production in the first 6 months of this year. 


Thus we see it as undeniable that during the 3-year period from 1978 to 1980, 
despite efforte in various areas, the manufacturing industry did oot meet most 
of the guidelines of the first congress, which will generally remain in effect 
for the next 5-year period. 

It is feasible to meet these guidelines within a short time.

MAJOR RESOURCES DEVOTED TO MILITARY GOALS

[Text] We are a little more than a month away from the convening of the First 
Extraordinary MPLA-Labor Party Congress, the major purpose of which is to analyze 
the degree to which the guidelines established in 1977 by the First MPLA Congress 
have been met, with respect to the social and economic development of the People's 
Republic of Angola [RPA]. 


The meeting of the highest body of the party will also take up other questions re- 
lated to party life, in particular, and to the life of the country, namely, appoint- 
ments to vacancies on the Central Committee, analysis of the political military 
situation and the social composition of party and government structures, as well as 
the international situation, with particular emphasis on the situation prevailing 
in southern Africa. 


The success of this impressive undertaking requires that all the Angolan people 
take part, particularly the party membership, whose responsibility it is to discuss, 
analyze and present opinions on the documents to be submitted to the congress, so 
that the resolutions to be approved will truly reflect the wishes of the party rank 
and file, and hence the interests of the country's working classes. 


In effect, an analytical accounting of the 3-year period from 1978 to 1980 re- 
quires an in-depth study of the causes and effects of factors that, in one way or 
another, have influenced the development of the country. 


To this end, the various preparatory committees and subcommittees began several 
months ago to compile studies, conducted by sector of activity, interpreting the 
reports and analyses ofthe respective ministries, and these studies will constitute 
the basic documents for discussion by the party members. 


Although economic problems will constitute the major topic of the first extra- 
ordinary party congress, the delegates should give no less attention to discussion 
of other important issues, such as the defense and security of the RPA. 


In effect, ever since independence, because of our geographic location, our socia- 
list option and the resulting practice of proletarian internationalism, as well as 
the Western powers’ support [to South Africa] and a certain "passivity" by some 
African countries, the People's Republic of Angola has been coping with an unde- 
clared war, imposed by the most backward regime known to mankind: apartheid South 
Africa. 








For this reason, the need to defend at all costs our sovereignty and territorial 
integrity has meant that a large part of our economic and financial resources, as 
well as a large segment of the active labor force, namely our youth, have been di- 
verted from other sectors. 


Our economic and financial resources are basically used to strengthen our defense 
capability, to modernize and expand our technical-military means and to raise the 
technical-military, political and cultural level of the troops, to improve the 
level of their combat training. 


For the reasons cited above, and also to maintain constant and intensive combat 
against internal reactionaries and puppets, the state security and domestic order 
sectors absorb a considerable part of our resources. 


Hence, it is extremely important to examine to what extent the willing sacrifices 
by the nation as a whole have led to a proportional improvement in the organization 
of our defense and security forces. 


To discover the mistakes, to examine the causes and find the solutions to improve 
the situation are thus pressing tasks for all the members of these structures and 
agencies, and particularly for the party members themselves, so that the First 
Extraordinary Party Congress can outline the necessary directives. 


Since the defense of our sovereignty, our territorial integrity and our independ- 
ence as a people and as a nation is also a form of struggle for our economic 
independence, let us work to see that this set of problems is suitably resolved. 


Let us, therefore, contribuce actively to see that the First Extraordinary Party 
Congress drafts the indispensable guidelines for the resolution of the people's 
problems.

REPORTS OF SWAPO ABANDONMENT DENIED

[Text] Lisbon, 1 Nov--The Angolan news agency ANGOP denied today that the Angolan 
authorities are prepared to meet with the South Africans to discuss future rela- 
tions between the two countries. 


"It is unthinkable that, in exchange for understandings with the South African 
Government, Angola would stoop so low as to betray those who have taken up arms, 
with harsh and painful sacrifice, to gain their right to independence," the agency 
declared, and described the reports about the negotiations as a "provocation a- 
gainst the Angolan people." 


Such provocation, ANGOP said, is not beyond certain Portuguese political forces 
that have never concealed their distaste for the free and independent Angolan state, 
nor their support for the puppet Savimbi, who has long provided their militia in 
Angola. 


According to the reports, Angola would withdraw its military support to SWAPO, 
Namibia's liberation movement, and South Africa would stop supporting the puppet 
group UNITA. 


The contacts between the Angolan and South African authorities were said to have 
been reported to ANOP [Portuguese News Agency] by a diplomatic source in Bissau. 
Later, both the Cape Verde Ministry of Foreign Affairs (some contacts were said to 
have taken place on Ilha do Sal) and the Angolan Embassy in Lisbon denied the re- 
port, which was also disseminated by the Portuguese news agency. For their part, 
the South African authorities refused to make any comment whatever on the matter.

[Excerpts] During a meeting with the people of Cabiri, Comrade Jose Eduardo dos 
Santos gave the following extemporaneous speech: 


We have come here for a short visit. Why have we come’ 


Firet, because we wanted to know the comrades who are working here, on this Cabiri 
project. Second, because we wanted to have direct, personal contact with all the 
people of the Cabiri commune. 


But firet, I should like to offer you ay personal revolutionary greetings and the 
greetings of our Central Committee. 


Well, comrades, I have the impression that we are all pleased. The entire delega- 
tion accompanying me is quite content, for we see broad emiles on the faces of our 
comrades; we see much gaiety. 


We Are All Angolans 


We are all Angolans; and now, in all parte of Angola, we find a mixture of indivi- 
duals. In Luanda we have comrades and fellow countrymen who have come from all 
parts of Angola. We have married couples; some are from Luanda, men who have 
married women from Cabinda, Huambo, Benguela or Mexico. We have women, some from 
Cunene, who have married men from Luanda, Malanje and the like. What I am saying 
is that we are all one big family. A large and single family: the Angolan family. 


I do not know if our Cabiri comrades agree with this. I have the impression that 
they do. Here live comrades from Huambo; can it be that comrades who have come 
from Huambo or other parts of the central and southern areas cannot marry with the 
ladies of Cabiri’? (They can, the crowd answered.) 


Then why was it said here that there was a president for just the comrades of 
Cabiri and another president for the comrades of Huambo? 
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I believe that those words should not be spoken by any of us. We are all Angolane. 
Comrades from Huambo and other central and southern provinces who meet here in 
Cabiri are in their own country. In like manner, if Cabiri comrades should go to 
Benguela, Huambo, Cunene or Cabinda tomorrow, they will aleo be in their own 
country. Therefore, Angola is for all Angolans, from Cabinda to OCunene, We must 
not be divided for tribal or racial differences, Quite the contrary, we must live 
ever more united, and our unity @uat be molded in work. 


| am quite pleased to hear from the comrade minister of agriculture that Huambo 
comrades are working in Cabiri, working a lot. I believe that thie example should 
be followed by our Cabiri comrades, since, after all, the comrades who came from 
Huambo are working, producing potatoes and tomatoes in Cabiri, and everyone eate 
those items. Would it be fair for some to work and others to take advantage of 
that labor’? (No, the crowd anewered.) Would it be fair for those who do not work 
to eat’? (No, the crowd anewers again.) Therefore, those who do not work should 
not eat. (They should not eat, the local people shouted.) Does this mean that the 
Cabiri comrades do not like to eat? 


Comrades, | believe that we should all work. For if we all work together, there 
will be greater production and we shall all be able to eat more and better. And 
afterwards, we shall be able to live better, for there will be a division of labor. 
Some will work in agriculture, others in construction; still others will work in 
the mechanical trade repairing care or planes. Others will work as teachers in 
the schools. But all of us, each in his own place, gust work. That is the only 
way we shall be able to develop and escape from the misery we are now experiencing. 
We can see before us comrades who are ill-clothed. Certainly, there are comrades 
who have little money with which to buy food. We quat all work; each one must 
contribute; and, gradually, if we all work, we shall overcome our present diffi- 
culties. That is why I wanted to make this appeal to our Cabiri comrades~--to 
strengthen our national unity, the friendship we all share. 


To Carry Out the Guidelines of Our Immortal Leader 


Moreover, our immortal leader, the late President Agostinho Neto, left us many 
guidelines, many lessons. From the time of his youth, when he began the struggle 
for our national independence, he made it clear that it was necessary to combat 
tribalism, raciem and regionalism. All Angolans, from Cabinda to Cunene, gust 
appear as a single bloc, a single people, a single nation, for we still have many 
enemies. If we tell ourselves that the Huambo comrades have another president 
and the Moxico comrades still another, we shall be making it possible for our 
enemies, those who have weapons and come from South Africa, to penetrate our 
territory and occupy our country. Por divided, we shall not be able to fight 
enemies who are very strong. 


In addition, this year we are making preparations for the establishment of the 
Popular Assembly. I have the impression that the Cabiri comrades will also be 
taking part in the election of provincial deputies--the individuals who were chosen 
by the comrades themselves to represent the people of Luanda Province at the 
Provincial Assembly--to defend the interests of that people. 


In the Provincial Assembly we have comrades from all parts of the country. And 


those comrades will not defend just the interests of the area in which they were 
born. If a Cabiri comrade was a deputy, would he defend only the affairs of the 
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Cabiri people? (No, the crowd anawered.) If the South Africana got in but did 
not penetrate as far as Cabiri, would the Cabiri comrade not go to fight because 
the enemy had not reached Cabiri? (No, the crowd anewered. ) 


Therefore, | am etrongly insisting on this point, for we have been concerned upon 
learning that our comrades here have tried to become disunited. We have been 
greatly concerned. And now we feel much better, for thie problem has finally 
been resolved in a friendly manner, among citizens of a single country, a single 
nation. And if we continue to work in thie way, that is, to discuss our problems 
and arrive at mutually acceptable solutions, we shall be strengthening our country 
and, especially, our party. 


We Alone Must Resolve Our Problems 


We must not think that al] our problems will be resolved by others. We alone suet 
resolve those problems. And one of the most serious is that of fetishiem, Some 
comrades believe in fetishiem; others do not. And we must be very careful, for 
those who believe in fetishiem often mistrust other comrades, other fellow coun- 
trymen who have done nothing. When someone dies in their house, they immediately 
think the neighbor ie responsible, that the neighbor has cast a spell. At times 
the neighbor is not to be blamed. 


Therefore, we must be very careful. Then too, there are soothsayers or witch 
doctors to whom sick people sometimes go for help. And those individuals give 
the names of persone Living in the commune among the people as being sorcerers. 
But sometimes those fellow citizens are not sorcerers. The names might have been 
given through intrigue or jealousy. Therefore, we gust be very careful not to 
let ourselves become divided. In ay opinion, when « person is sick, it is better 
to look for a nurse or doctor first. And, in addition, we know of sany benefi- 
cial herbs. It is always possible to go to a witch doctor to discover the identity 
of a sorcerer. The best witch doctors are those who do not reveal the identity 
of a sorcerer but who give us herbs, or the solutions prepared with those herbs, 
to treat our illness. Therefore, | a= asking our comrades to be very cautious, 
very careful not to create enemies among ourselves, among the inhabitants of a 
given commune. We gust all be brothers and sisters, all friends, and strengthen 
our national unity. 


A final bit of advice I should like to give our comrades. There are persons here 
who are older than I. But even though | a@ young, | a= aware of the responsibility 
you comrades have given me, and I should therefore like to offer some advice. 


I believe that it would be well for the party comrades here to mix more with the 
workers engaged on this project, particularly with those whe have come from other 
parte of the country. We have our traditional dances, our traditional songs. 

Why not, on weekends or at least periodically, organize cultural seetings in which 
we can demonstrate our dances ad sing our songs’ Songs which speak of national 
wnity, of our struggle, of our difficulties in resolving the people's problems. 

We have young people, pioneers among us. Many gust know how to play soccer or 
engage in other activities. The comrades wight think about establishing arenas 
here where various sporting events can be held. 
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DOS SANTOS REPUDIATES ‘BLACK SOCIALISM’ THEORY

[Excerpts] During hie visit to Kuando-Kubango Province, 
Comrade Jose Eduardo dos Santos, president of the MPLA- 
Labor Party and the People's Republic of Angola, presided 
over 4 popular rally in 1 August Square, in the city of 
Menongue. On that occasion he delivered the following 
address: 


Comrade members of the Political Bureau, 

Comrade members of the Central Committee, 

Comrade members of the government, 

Comrade coordinators of the party Provincial Committee and Provincial Commission of 


Kuando—Kubango, 
Comrade officials of the party and government in the province, 
Beloved comrades and countrymen, 


Firet, I would like to express very sincerely my great pleasure, and that of the 
delegation accompanying me, at the warm reception shown us on our arrival at the 


airport. 


We have come to the province to carry out a decision of the Revolutionary Council. 
As the comrades know, our beloved and Immortal Guide, Comrade President Antonio 
Agostinho Neto, .a6 here in this lovely city about a year ago, leading a very 
important party and government delegation. During that visit, after our beloved 
president held several discussions with members of the Executive Commission of the 
party Central Committee and members of the provincial secretariat, a work program 
was drafted to resolve the problems of the people in this province. The program 
was approved by the Central Committee and the Revolutionary Council. We have now 
been given the responsibility of coming here to see if the central organs, the or- 
gans of the central government and our party leadership, have provided the neces- 
sary and sufficient support to implement the programs that were established. Now, 
what idea will we taken away with us? 


Just Criticien 


After our discussions here, we can verify that only part of the program has been 
carried out. The central structures of the government, and even of the party, have 








not given the necessary attention to this province. This is a just criticism, 
offered by the comrade officials of Kuando-Kubango Province. There are, however, 
sectors in which something has been accomplished, and we cannot mise this oppor- 
tunity to congratulate the comrades in the transport sector, who have made every 
effort to see that the Mocamedes train makes a stop here in Menongue. 


We must also pay great homage to the heroic soldiers of our armed forces, that is, 
the comrades of the FAPLA [Armed Forces for the Popular Liberation of Angola], the 
comrades in Security and the ODP [People's Defense Organization], who have strug- 
gled courageously to defend our people and the integrity of our national soil. We 
must also give very special emphasis to this aspect of defense and security, in 
this province above all. The racist South Africans there in Namibia are training 
puppet gangs; using lies and terrorism, Savimbi is tricking some of our young 
people into going to Namibia, where they are trained by South Africa, by the sol- 
diers of the racist South African army, which oppresses the heroic people of 
Namibia. They are giving weapons to these Angolans. They provide transportation 
and money and make up propaganda for them, and send them into Angola to attack our 


people. 


And then they say they come here to create a “Black Socialist Republic." But the 
most absurd thing is that South Africa will not allow Namibia to become indepen- 
dent. This black socialism cannot even be established in Namibia, so why would 
the South Africans allow it to be implanted here? I think our people are intelli- 
gent, and understand these lies of the South African lackey Savimbi. In the end, 
socialism cannot be black or red or white. There is only one socialism, scientific 
socialism. 


On the other hand, if we were to build a black socialism, does this mean we would 
have to compete with the whites or those of mixed race in our country? What would 
we do with those Angolans who are white, or of mixed race? Would they have no 
right to live in their country? 


So we say that these are imperialist maneuvers. Savimbi is a lackey of imperialism, 
and his masters order him to talk this way in Angola, to fool our people. When he 
speaks of black socialism, he is seeking to divide the people, and we cannot allow 
our people to be divided. Ever since the MPLA was founded, we have always fought 
for the unity of the Angolan people, for national wnity. To win our independence, 
we had to unite all Angolans, all Angolan patriots, into a single organization, to 
fight against Portuguese colonialism. The comrades can see how our party leader- 
ship is constituted. They can see how the FAPLA is constituted. We have members 
of all races. We have members of all the tribes of Angola. We have members with 
different degrees of culture and education. This is precisely what gives us the 
strength to resist the enemy aggression. United, we are strong. If we were divi- 
ded, we would be weak. We cannot allow the imperialist lackeys to divide us, so 
we must redouble our vigilance, ve must improve our defense and security forces, to 
insure stability, to guarantee the protection of our people and to enable our 
people to work to resolve their problems. 





We were very pleased here when the comrade province officials spoke to us and pro- 
posed that we consider Kuxi as the base for the agricultural development of the 
province. We will take the proposal back to the higher organs of the party and 
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government, and | think the proposal will be approved. Then we will have to make 
a greater effort to really develop agriculture and animal husbandry in the province. 


We cannot think that imports alone will resolve our problems. Today we import many 
things. We even import tomatoes, and we have already imported cassava flour. Can 
it be that we cannot produce this in our country? Can it be that we cannot develop 
our agriculture to produce more corn, cassava, potatoes and rice? 


Do the comrades believe we can, or not? (The crowd responded: "We can.") So what 
is needed? It is essential that we keep in mind that we are [responsible for] our- 
selves; we are Angolans, and it is up to us to resolve our own problems. 


Well, we are studying these problems and we have made some decisions. The major 
decision is that we must quickly draft an integrated plan to be implemented within 
2 years. We are going to mobilize the central agencies to provide support, but the 
comrades in the province must also engage in production, in the work required to 
execute this plan. I have noticed the lively enthusiasm in the province. We were 
in Missombo and were very well received by the people there. In other words, the 
people stand behind the party and the party is with the people, eo we must go for- 
ward together and really solve the problems that remain. 


Victory Over Puppets and Imperialists 


I would like to take this opportunity to express the satisfaction of our Central 
Committee at the way in which the comrades have prepared and carried out the tasks 
for the institution of the provincial assembly. We hail this further victory over 
the puppets and imperialists. 


Dear comrades, as I said, we now have our provincial deputies. The deputies are 
the comrades or countrymen who were selected to present the people's most trouble- 
some and distressing problems to the provincial assembly. 


The comrades and countrymen who are deputies must keep well in mind the importance 
of their mission. They cannot be preoccupied with their personal problems. First 
of all, they must be concerned with the problems of the community, the problems of 
the people. 


Dear comrades, we do not want the comrades and countrymen who are deputies to 
think that, now they have been elected to the provincial assembly, they should vie 
for a better car, a better house or more privileges. This is not the way, 
comrades! 


This is an evil we are experiencing now in our country. Many comrades, when they 
are appointed to positions of responsibility, put their own concerns first. We 
want these officials to make the people their first concern. They must make 
sacrifices, they must expend an effort, they must struggle to improve the living 
conditions of our people, from Cabinda to Cunene. 


I think the comrades of Kuando-Kubango, and particularly in Menongue, recall what 
Comrade President Agostinho Neto said here: that it is the fundamental interests 
of the labor and peasant classes that guide our action. Hence, the party members 
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must work diligently to see that, when we choose among the members of the party, 
we select as leaders those who can ineure the continuity of our policy and our 
revolutionary line, those who will guarantee the building of socialiem in Angola.

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USSR ADVISORS THANKED AT GRADUATION OF OFFICERS

[Text] Huambo (ANGOP)--The fourth Armed Forces Officers Training Course, which 
began in July in Juambo Province, ended Thursday in this city with a ceremony 

led by Lt Col Domingos Magalh.es Paiva (Vunda), alternate member of the MPLA-Labor 
Party Political Bureau and assistant political director of the FAPLA [People's 
Armed Forces for the Liberation of Angola]. 


The course, which was attended by many FAPLA majors, was offered pursuant to a 
resolution of the first MPLA congress, to increase the technical and scientific 
knowledge of the military cadres to expand the country's political-combative and 
def.nse capability. 


Lieutenant Colonel Paiva first reviewed the history of the development of the 
armed forces in Angola. He noted that high-ranking officers should receive good 
political and combat training so that they can instill conscientious discipline 
in the troops. 


"It is impossible to organize and develop our army without a large number of 
trained, firm and ready officers," the FAPLA political officer stressed. He 

added that military cadres must be suitably trained for greater engagement in 

the tasks of the party and the armed forces in building socialism and in strength- 
ening the country's defense capability. 


Paiva said that “to create and consolidate our army, we will need tens of thousands 
of new men of all social origins, thus realizing the ideal of beloved President 
Agostinho Neto, who said that “every citizen is, and must necessarily see himself 
as, a soldier." Paiva added, however, that these new men “must be duly recruited, 
helped to understand battle phenomena, to complete their training and find their 
place among the popular masses in the defense of the interests of the classes 

that endured centuries of exploitation." 


Maj Evaristo Domingos Kimba, director of the fourth course for superior officers, 
read a report informing that, during the course, the program determined by the 
armed forces leadership was met, as were the standards established by the director- 
ate of the school, and that the students maintained a dedicated attitude and a 
satisfactory level of discipline. 








The report further indicated that, on the basis of the positive results obtained 
during the course, it can be assumed that the armed forces has a new group of 
superior officers, equipped to contribute effectively in raising the country's 
defense capability.

BIE AGRICULTURAL COOPERATIVE MOVEMENT SHOWS PROGRESS 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 28 Oct 80 p 2 


[Excerpt] "The cooperative movement in Bie Province is 
gradually assuming a relevant weight in the political, social 
and economic development of the province," declared Ernesto 
Chicucume, provincial director of the DNACA [National 
Directorate for Development of Agricultural Cooperativism], 
in a recent interview with CAMPO magazine. 


According to the official, the peasants of Bie Province are showing strong support 
for collective work, accompanied by an increasingly strong cooperative movement, 
thanks to intensive organizational work by the provincial structures of the DNACA, 
assisted by the party, government and mass organizations. 


Initiated in 1977, the associative movement in the province now has about 300 
associations, with over 34,000 members, producing rice, corn and beans on a collec- 
tive area of over 700 hectares. 


"Their work shows high productivity rates, but to achieve higher profits and a 
larger volume of production, we are seeking to divide the member peasants into 
brigades of 30. The brigades are divided into subgroups of six individuals, whose 
tasks are rationally distributed," Chicucume said, in reference to the work system. 


"These measures," he added, “have enabled us to eliminate any lack of work disci- 
pline almost entirely, since they enable those responsible for the association to 
exercise greater control, and so we have good results. For example, the corn 
crop was previously too small to meet expenses, let alone to distribute among the 
associates. Today, the situation is quite different." 


Government support to this large-scale movement is vast. In effect, the government 
agencies have provided great material support to the rural workers in setting up 
the infrastructures for the actual operation, supplying a range of products from 
hoes and spades to manure, seed and fertilizers. 


Regarding the marketing of surplus production from the cooperatives, Chicucume 
stressed that “although the provincial office of ENCODIPA [National Company for 
Purchase and Distribution of Agricultural Products] has difficulties moving the 
products, because of the large workload of the agency, the situation is being over- 
come, thanks to the high degree of organization that is increasingly evident in the 
area of cooperative development."

[Text] Day by day, the workers of Angola are gradually heightening their conscious- 
ness with a view to fulfilling the tasks of national reconstruction. 


The National Union of Angolan Workers (UNTA) has already organized three socialist 
emulation plans since independence. The first was carried out in 40 production 
units; the second was carried out in 80 national enterprises; and the current plan-- 
a more comprehensive plan--involves 375 work centers. Approximately 100,000 workers 
are participating in this important plan for strengthening the national economy. 


In carrying out their tasks, the workers are facing difficulties of various kinds, 
notably the shortage of raw materials and spare parte and problems with respect to 
eneray and fuel. None of this, however, maxes it impossible for the workers to 
fulfill their tasks in connection with the effort to increase production. Despite 
the innumerable deficiencies, an average production of 87 and 17 percent of the 
production goals established by UNTA for the second stage of socialist emulation 
(the month of June) was achieved, compared to 81 and 13 percent, respectively, in 
the first stage. 


The third emulation plan was initiated in February of this year. A total of 170 
workers were considered and enrolled, and 92 enterprises distinguished themselves 
as well. In the course of the same month 220 days of volunteer work was performed, 
with the participation of 20,390 workers. 


The Agostinho Neto Column, which comprises a large number of workers, recently 
rebuilt the city of Mongua, which had been destroyed by the South African racists. 


The participation of the workers in the fish products processing industry is also 
well known. The production of dried and semicured fish was the object of special 
commendation by the First Congress of the MPLA. 


Production in this sector increased from 19,000 tons in 1977 to approximately 
23,000 tons in 1979. Restoration of production in this sector has been slow: 
production in 1979 was 54 percent of the figure for 1973. The first half of the 
current year recorded a relative improvement over the same period of the foregoing 
years, with production at 41 percent of the figure for the year 1973. 
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The fishing sector comprises approximately 20,000 workers. This represents an 
increase of 30 percent over the figure for 1976--the year the sector was reacti- 
vated~-and 67 percent of the total number of workers during the colonial period. 
Fifty-two percent are employed in catehing the fish ani in ship repair. Sixty-four 
percent are associated with the state-owned sector; 7.5 percent with the private 
sector; 1.2 percent with the cooperatives. There are 5,000 artisanal fishermen, of 
which total only 7 percent are organised into cooperatives. 


The fishing sector \e striving to laplement the directives of the First Congress. 
Two centers were acoordingly created: «a retraining center in Luanda and a vooa- 
tional training center in Mocamedes. The Helder Neto Intermediate Institute was 
created by the sinister of education; it ie training specialised cadres for the 
fishing fleet and for the onshore supporting activities. A total of 108 secholar- 
ship holders went abroad to take intermediate, basic and advanced courses of study. 


In the agricultural and stock raising sector the production of cassava, fruite and 
vegetables, and aweet potatoes increased during the }-year period from 1978 to 1980. 
The outlook for thie year is for a substantial increase over the figures for last 
year. Based on the data and forecasts for the seoont half of the year thie will be 
possible, even though production ie still below the goale established by the First 


Congress. 


The corn milling industry is aleo funct » Ite production last year, for 
example, achieved 60 percent of the goal of 80,000-90,000 tons that had been estab- 
lished. An increase of 18 percent over the 1979 production figure is forecast. 
For the period from the First Congress through 1979 the increase was 105 percent, 
ami a 142 percent increase by the end of current year is forecast.

1979 in which he said that the revolution can never be defended without repression, 
without exercising democratic revolutionary dictatorship against saboteurs, bandits 
and counter-revolutionaries. These appeal sentences come at a time when four other 
members of UNITA network in Lobito (Benguela Province, Atlantic Coast) have been 
on trial since Wednesday. They are charged with planting bombs on the train that

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PROSPECTS FOR CEASE-FIRE REPORTEDLY DIM

[Text] Ndjamena, 1 Dec (AFP)--Gloom outweighed optimism here following the one- 
sided signing of a cease-fire to end Chad's civil war. 


The cease-fire text was negotiated by an Organization of African Unity (OAU) 
commission in Lome, Togo. 


It was signed on Friday by Goukouni Oueddei, president of Chad's transitional 
government, but was spurned by the other main belligerent, former Defense Minister 
Hissein Habre, whose armed forces of the north (FAN) are fighting against a coali- 
tion of troops backing the president. 





Observers here were skepticai that further negotiations could lead Mr Habre to 
sign the cease-fire before December 15, when shooting is supposed to stop. 


The FAN high command was defiant in a broadcast during the weekend, saying it 
would agree to no cease-fire until President Goukouni condemns Libya's invasion 
of Chad. 


A FAN spokesman said on Sunday that Libyan troops with heavy equipment had taken 
up positions at the town of Mongo, 450 kilometers (about 300 miles) east of here 
in central Chad, to reinforce the transitional government's troops and cut FAN 
units off from their main rear base. 


The rebel forces also accused France, the former colonial power in Chad, of plotting 
with Libya to divide the country into two spheres of influence--the south for 
France, and the north for neighboring Libya. 


A spokesman for the government said the forces supporting President Goukouni were 
prepared to observe the scheduled cease-fire, but there were also indications of 
a hardening line if the rebels would not come to the negotiating table. 


The Chadian press agency (ATP), which reflects the government's point of view, said 
on Sunday that from now on, if the rebels refuse to talk, the force of iegitimacy 
will impose a military defeat on then. 














And the progovernment daily I[NFOR-—TCHAD editorialized that the transitional regimes 
conciliatory and responsible attitude is not a sign of weakness, but rather con- 
firme solemnly the desire to respect any step towards restoring peace. 


Meanwhile, in the field, some fighting continued during the weekend. Heavy artil- 
lery and light automatic fire was heard here intermittently on Saturday and early 
Sunday morning. Government forces fired on pirogues paddling across the river 
frontier between Cameroon and Ndjamena districts controlled by the FAN. 


The battlelines in the capital did not appear to have changed, however. 

In another dispatch, the progovernment press agency, reporting the stationing of 
four French Jaguar fighter-bombers in the Gabon capital of Libreville on Saturday, 
accused France on Sunday of reverting to a dead-end policy for Chad. 


At Libreville, the French now seem determined to implement their belligerent designs 
against the Chadian people ATI said. 


The agency said that France had been frustrated by the Lagos conference last spring 
which set up the transitional government and called for the withdrawal of French 
troops from Chad. 


France has never forgiven independent Africa for having shown its political maturity, 
ATP said.

{Text} Thiam Tidjani, foreign relations chief of Ahamet Acyl's Front for 
Joint Action, the most pro-Libyan faction in the coalition formed around 
Chadian President Goukouni Oveddei, regards the information given by the 
Pentagon about the presence of 3,000-4,000 Libyan soldiers some 5O km 
from N'Djamena as “completely unfounded." 


Thiam Tidjani: Of course, Libya is giving us considerable aid in the form 
of food, medicines and equipment. There are also Libyan fighters, several 
hundred advisers helping us. However, they number less than 1,000. 

Hissein Habre has Egypt behind him and two Egyptian aircraft land at Abeche 
Airport every day. He asked for Israeli aid 2 months ago and was granted it. 
Why should we not appeal for help from Libya? How can anybody blame us for 
doing so? 


LE MATIN: But does Libya not have designs on Chadian territory? 


Thiam Tidjani: It is true that Libya is occupying part of our territory--the 
Aouzou Strip. However, at present the priority is not Aouzou but our 
country's unity which is being threatened by Hissein Habre; our people's 
liberation from the neocolonialist yoke which Hissein Habre represents. 
However, we are jealous of our independence and once the problem of Hissein 
Habre is settled we will deal with the Aouzow Strip. We are obliged to 

act in that way. 


LE MATIN: Is there a danger of the conflict being internationalized? 


Thiam Tidjani: The game which is being played is beyond our control. However, 
I can tell you that at present there are no East Germans or Palestinians in 
Chad, as has been claimed. There are only Chadians with Libyan instructors. 
The Libyan military forces must not be turned into a bugaboo. There are, I 
think, 35,000 soldiers in al-Qadhdhafi's army and only 5,000 are operational. 
Libya has always helped us. There are 1.5 million Chadians living in Chad. 

It is they who, having realized that the country's wnity is threatened by 
Hissein Habre, have come to help us. They have assumed their responsibilities 
and are fighting energetically at our side after receiving training in Libya.

KAMOUGUE INTERVIEWED ON COUNTRY'S FUTURE STRUCTURE

Kamougue published in the "First Edition" of the new “African” Paris daily 
newspaper LE CONTINENT: “We Have Knocked at the Devil's Door") 


(Text) LE CONTINENT: In your opinion, in what form could Chad become a 
viable state? 


Kamougue: We must admit that our attempt to create a united and centralized 
Chad has failed. A federation could represent another solution but, in my 
opinion, this would constitute a grave danger because some of our neighbors 
would certainly try to entice regions with which they have affinities. 

A final dismemberment of our country would follow. 


A secession--and we have always opposed any secession--would soon lead to 
the demise of the Chad state. 


We believe that the creation of a unitary decentralized state which would 
let all regions develop in s-cordance with their wishes is the only possible 
solution as far as the immediate future is concerned. The south has been 
accused of seizing power and keeping it for 19 years. We no longer want 
power; we want to restore peace in the country. We base our judgment on 
the fact that the "BET" (Bourkou, Ennedi and Tibesti) has been outside the 
central government's control since 1978. Since 1979, every region has 

been more or less self-governing. These are facts. Without calling Chad's 
unity into question, political leaders should be bold enough to create an 
organization of a kind which would grant power to the inhabitants of 
respective regions with a view to ensuring their development. 


LE CONTINENT: You have just returned from Cairo. What was the purpose of 
your visit? 


Kamougue: I had received information that Egypt was supplying equipment to 
Hissein Habre through Sudan. My Egyptian interlocutors assued ™* that 
Egypt is in no way seeking to intervene in Chad by either send ': ioment 
or in any other manner. 
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LE CONTINENT: During your visit to Paris you met the minister of cooperation. 
What was the purpose of the meeting? 


Kamougue: As you know, there are now several hundred French people in Chad's 
southern region, They work for various companies which have continued with 
their economic activities. Now the economic life which we are trying to 
sustain could well disappear for lack of resources and bank help. We have 


renewed our request for the opening of a bank in the south to stop the complete 
utrangulation of our region. 


LE CONTINENT: What are the French authorities’ views on Libya's entry into 
Chad territory? 


Kamougue: The French authorities’ attitude to the Chad conflict is this: 
they intend to maintain strict neutrality. 


LE CONTINENT: Do you not believe that Libyan presence has altered the pre- 
mises of the problem? 


Kamougue: Yes, obviously, but it seems that this has not aroused any special 
reaction here. 


LE CONTINENT: Why has your government asked for Colonel al-Qadhdhafi's forces’ 
intervention? 


Kamougue: In Tombalbay's time Chad asked France for help. Today, after 
knocking at all doors, we have, in fact, been forced to go and knock at the 
devil's door.

[Excerpt] [Obiang] “Our country has been ruined by the former regime and national 
reconstruction is our most important task. Therefore, we are determined to combat 
any political or ideological divergence. It is impossible to do two things at one 
and the same time--rebuild the country and establish democracy." 


The problem of political exiles, who remain numerous in Europe and Africa, rather 
appears to surprise President Obiang. “We have launched,” he stated, "a general 
appeal, inviting all refugees, many of whom are in Spain, Gabon, Cameroon and 
Nigeria, to return home. We have given all necessary assurances and provided all 
the necessary facilities to enable these Guineans to participate in the task of 
national reconstruction. All the Guineans who were abroad have returned hom [as 
published]. Those who remain abroad have done so either for personal reasons or 
to study or to work.” 


Under Spanish colonial administration Equatorial Guinea was completely isolated 
from the rest of the world. No information leaked through a “curtain of silence” 
which existed for many years. The dictator Nguema's regime increased its isolation 
even further and contributed to its gradual immuring. 


Foreign governments were no longer represented there, and controls carried out by 
the security services discouraged even the boldest travelers. The country is now 
gradually emerging from its isolation and lethargy. The head of state had embarked 
on tours of foreign countries. His official visit to France has followed similar 
visits to Spain and Morocco. He seems confident and has described the results of 
his 4-day working visit to Paris as excellent. A certain delay occurred in the 
implementation of cooperation agreements signed in November 1979 but, he said, 

“our concern was soon dispelled." Hitherto the country's main supplier and customer 
was Spain, because language and cultural links have drawn the two countries together. 
The joint communique published in Paris emphasizes "a strengthening of relations 
between the two countries." France has decided to finance the building of a hydro- 
electric power station and will back and support the country's efforts aimed at 
reconstruction. 




















llowever, the private vieit which the head of state, accompanied by a large delega~ 
tion, is to pay to Germany indicates a desire to pursue an even more obviously 
open-door policy. Some encouraging signe with respect to o1l prospecting represent 
a considerable advantage for Malabo. 


"We are ready to cooperate with any country in the of] ephere,” Colonel Obiang 
told us. “We have signed agreements with France and Spain providing for o11 pros- 
pecting, and we have received proposale from the United States. As for oil exploita-

Relations between Equatorial Guinea and other African countries are being gradually 
normalized.

The 
country has established economic cooperation with “Sabon, Nigeria, Morocco, Guinea 
and Cameroon.

[Excerpt] The PEOPLE'S EVENING NEWS describes the revised prices of certain 
commodities announced by the Prices and Incomes Board as an exercise in futility 
in view of the empty shelves in the stores. The paper thinks the board is not 
being realistic since goods must be available before prices are fixed. It is the 
opinion of the paper that governments since 1966 have used wrong methods in their 
attempts to solve the country's social and economic problems. The EVENING NEWS 
calls on the government to adopt gore positive approaches to solve the present 
economic mess. 


On the topical ieeue of the devaluation of the cedi, the EVENING NEWS thinks the 
government should be firm and resist any pressure from foreign financial institu- 
tions which use devaluation as a base to grant Ghana loans. The paper recalis 

that any time the currency is devalued, the government loses its grip on the market 
and it brings unpleasant consequences to the government and country as a whole. 
The EVENING NEWS observes that as a result of current rumors of an impending 
devaluation, prices of the few things have already started shooting up. The 

paper urges the government to dispel these rumors. 





Writing under the heading “Coupe in Ghana," the BELIEVER shares the view that 
nobody in Ghana would want to see a coup d'etat any more. The paper however 
observes that whenever a coup takes place, it is the political and economic devel- 
opmental patterns of the country that are the ultimate cause. These developments 
are characterized by a deterioration in the social standing in all sections of 
national life. The BELIEVER attributes such causes to the recent coups in Guinea- 
Bissau and Upper Volta and thinks Ghana could take the same (?process) if condi- 
tions remain as they are. 


The paper notes that despite the PNP's [People's National Party] campaign promises 
of having people with proven ability, the party had to rely on outsiders for key 
ministerial positions. The BELIEVER sees this as an indication that the PNP cannot 
fulfill its promises without outside help.

{Excerpts} Newsreel now throws light on the recent settlement of the conflict 
between the Gonjahs and the Bators reached after 3 hours of talks between the 

two groups and the northern regional minister, Alhadji Haruna. Due to transporta- 
tion and communication difficulties, correspondent Peter (Kurba) has now only been 
able to come through with this report: 





The conflict erupted 3 weeks ago when the Gonjahs, the traditional occupants of 
the area, calledonthe Bators, who travelled from the Volta region, to find out 
why they disobeyed to give part of their fish catch to the Gonjah chiefs, as 
demanded by custom. This call was on several occasions turned down, with the 
messenger of the last message beaten up and wounded with gunshots from the Bators. 
This took place in the Salaga District and exchange of fire left several hundreds 
wounded and many others killed with their residences burned. 


Prior to the 3 hours of talk between the two factions at Damango, the northern 
regional minister, Alhadji Haruna, addressed the settlement Durbar. He said the 
government is saddened with the confrontation and explained that he had to step 
in because of reports that the Gonjah chiefs are further preparing a general 
mobilization of their forces to attack the Bator settlers along the Volta Lake 
extending from Makango in eastern Gonjah to Buipe and Bamboi in the west. He 
said the customary law provides and protects the rights of a citizen and also has 
provisions for breaches of custom. In a rather mournful voice, the regional min- 
ister advised the two sides to settle their disputes at the right forum since he 
was not there to apportion blame. 


[Begin Haruna recording] Sovereign nations with greater coercive or resisting 
powers than our traditional communities have often submitted their claims to the 
jurisdiction of the international court, and there should be no reason why our 
people should not be able to do likewise, that is, to submit their grievances in 
such matters to the government or the courts for arbitration. Settlement of 
differences by the force of arms is now outmoded in our present time. We are 
under the rule of law, and all our actions gust be governed by law. 


I am here this morning not to apportion blame but confer with you, the chiefs, 
as to how to avoid the recurrence of such an unpleasant situation. At this point, 
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however, | would like to remind the chiefs and people of the Gonjah traditional 
area that Ghana remains one united country notwithstanding ite ethnic and tribal 
diversities. Her people have the right of free movement from one end to the 
oraer, either in search of jobs or in search of gainful economic activities. 
These are freedoms guaranteed by our constitution. [End recording) 


Alhadji Haruna also advised the chiefs to protect the lives of all settlers within 
their jurisdiction, just as the Gonjahe elsewhere are protected. He also advised 
the Bators to conform to and respect the laid down norms and customs pertaining 
to their area of settlement. The regional minister noted that the government's 
attention is immediately diverted and distracted from its peaceful planning for 
development if any part of the country is engulfed in conflicts and skirmishes.

(text) A timely intervention of the Member of Parliament for Wassa West, Mr 
Ronald Atta-Kesson, has averted what could have been a bloody clash between the 
top expatriate management and the senior Ghanaian management staff of the Fire- 
stone (Ghana) Limited factory of Bonsaso, 


Reliable sources told the Ghana News Agency reporters who went to the factory at 
the weekend that since the Ghanaians called for a probe into the distribution of 
tyres by the company, they had become a target of undue threats and victimization 


by the expatriate management staff. 


The sources said the top management of the company last week issued dismissal 
letters to some active members of the Ghanaian Senior Staff Association for 
allegedly absenting themselves from duty "although they were given excuse duty 


by the company's doctor after reporting sick." 


On October 9, the Senior Staff Association, calling for the probe into the distribu- 
tion of tyres produced by the company, alleged that their poor conditions of 
service had not only adversely affected morale but had led to low productivity. 


They alleged that in the past the factory produced 38,000 tyres a month but at 
present could hardly produce 24,000, 


They also called for the dissolution of the company's board of directors since 
only one Ghanaian was serving on it “to the detriment of the nation." 


Following Mr Atta-Kesson's intervention, the top management staff had withdrawn 
all the dismissal and suspension letters to avert an attack on the management by 
the workers wielding cudgles and stones. 


Meanwhile, the production of lorry tyres from the factory has dropped from 1,400 a 
day to only 300,

REPORT CLARIFIES VICE PRESIDENT SELECTION PROCESS

[Text] Henceforth, the vice president of the Republic of Ivory Coast will 
be chosen by the president of the republic, and it is this vice president 
who by right will become president of the republic in the event of the post 
becoming vacant or of absolute hindrance of the president. This is contained 
in a bill adopted by our parliamentarians last night. Thus, in the event of 
the post of president becoming vacant as a result of death, resignation or 
absolute hindrance, it is no longer the speaker of the National Assembly who 
by right will become president of the republic, but a vice president who 
will be chosen by the president and who will be elected at the same time as 
the head of state. Why was this new measure taken? Following is the 
explanation given by the government's commissioner, Mr Camille Alliali, who 
presented the bill to the Ivorian parliament: 


[Begin recording) New situations have developed in our country's political 
life which necessitate a new adaptation of our national constitution. The 
free choice by the people of their representatives at all levels is going to 
entail the renewal of our institutions, which are organized on the principle 
of a balance of powers and of the strict separation of the executive, legis- 
lative and judicial powers. Since the executive power is retained exclusively 
by the president of the republic, who is elected by the people, logic demands 
that his succession should be ensured by a vice president chosen by him. The 
president, therefore, proposes to solve the problem of the continuity of the 
executive by deciding that the vice president, chosen by the president of the 
republic and elected at the same time as he, should by right become president 
of the republic in the event of the post becoming vacant or of absolute 
hindrance. That is the purpose of this bill, the effect of whose adoption 
will be to fully give to our political regime its true image of a democratic 
presidential regime because it is freely established by the people in accordance 
with the principle of strict separation of powers. [end recording]

{Excerpts} Beira, 24 Oct--To ease the housing crisis in Manica Province, a pilot 
project has been in progress in the city of Chimoio since the beginning of this 
year, aimed at increasing the real property of the APIE [Administration of State 
Lande and Property). In ite initial phase, the project consists in building 
dwelling unites of the light prefabricated type, aleo known as “Sandino." 


The project was awarded to the Construtora Integral de Manica, and involves an in- 
vestment of 9 million meticals. According to our information, the homes are the 
result of a technological innovation in civil construction, one which has proved to 
be highly practical, simple and economical, both with respect to the materials used 
and the construction itself. The project is expected to be continued next year, 
with construction of 60 more of these dwelling unite, 90 in all, which will also 
be provided with their own infrastructures, such as sewers, water lines, sidewalks 
and other basic requirements.

Reggio Emilia and Brescia Communes since the time of the armed struggle for libera- 
tion. The cooperation is basically in three areas: 1) support to the Maputo 
Central Hospital; 2) volunteer doctors (18) to serve in the districts, in a medical 
program for outlying areas in Cabo Delgado, Niassa, Zambezia and Nampula; 3) a 
cooperation project in the areas of food and water sanitation.

REACTIONS TO SENGHOR'S DECISION TO RESIGN 


Party Leaders’ Comments

[Text] Dakar, 2 Dec (AFP)--The imminent resignation of the Senegalese president, 
Leopold Sedar Senghor, had not as yet been officially announced on Tuesday in 
Dakar, where it has given rise to sharp reactions from the opposition parties. 


After President Senghor's statement, "I am going at the end of the year," published 
by the French daily LE MONDE on Monday, no official confirmation has been obtained, 
and none of the Senegalese media--radio, television or the daily newspaper LE 
SOLEIL--has mentioned it. 


Many Senegalese, on hearing th: news, mostly through foreign radios, said they 
were surprised to have received the news in that way. Some regret the departure 
of the old man (affectionate term in Senegal); others are happy or think it will 


change nothing. 


The youth anticipate new blood in politics with the accession of Mr Abdou Diouf, 
prime minister, to the high office. According to the constitution, the prime 
minister automatically becomes president if the latter resigns. 


Others also say that the choice of Mr Diouf is a g»20d one, for he already knows 
the job, having been prime minister for the past 11 years. 


Sharper reactions have come from the political parties. Mr Abdoulaye Wade, secre- 
tary general of the Senegalese Democratic Party called in a statement to the press 
for elections under the control of the army. He explains privately that he does 
not trust the administration, and that is why he called for the army. Mr Wade, 
whose party holds 17 seats out of the 100 deputies and is the only political party 
represented at the National Assembly, demanded that all parties be allowed to 
operate. 


For the moment only four parties are authorized to operate: Liberal, Conservative 
(Mr Wade's party). Socialist (in power) and Marxist, and it is compulsory for them 
to keep their labels. 


Finally, Mr Wade is opposed to the article of the constitution which makes Mr 
Diouf the heir apparent. The same view is shared by Mr Boubakar Gueye, a lawyer 
like Mr Wade, former minister, former deputy and leader of the Senegalese Repub- 
lican Movement, conservative. 
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In an interview with AFP, Mr Gueye said: President Senghor, who enjoys a lot of 
prestige abroad for his intellectual balance and his seriousness, thinks his people 
are still immature because he has not entrusted them with choosing his successor, 
as he allowed them to choose himself five times in 20 years. He did not think 
about the Senegalese people's reaction, nor that of his own party and that of God. 
It is also very annoying that 6 million Senegalese should learn of the news from 
foreign media. 


Finally, Mr Majhemout Diop, leader of the African Party for Independence, the fourth 
legal party, (Marxist) told AFP: the time has come for popular forces to set up a 
strong, well structured and well managed front capable if not of winning victory 
now, at least of constituting counterbalance that could block the way to blind 
repression and the voting of (?doubtful), unpopular and antiworker laws.

"LE SOLEIL’ Confirms Decision

[Text] Dakar, 4 Dec (AFP)--President Leopold Sedar Senghor of Senegal will give 
up his functions as the head of state at the end of the month of December, the 
government-oriented Dakar daily newspaper LE SOLEIL confirmed on Thursday. 


In a six-column banner headline in large black characters underlined in red, LE 
SOLEIL announces to the Senegalese people: President Senghor Departs. Under this 
title, a large photo of the Senegalese head of state at the tribune of the National 
Assembly is featured with the shadow of his future successor, Mr Abdou Diouf, now 
prime minister, behind him. 


Mr Senghor had wanted to announce his decision in his traditional 31 December 
message to the nation. But, LE SOLEIL explains, through the indiscretion of the 
French daily newspaper LE MONDE, with one of whose contributors the head of state 
held a conversation not meant for publication as an official declaration, the 
Senegalese president was forced to confirm the decision now. 


Mr Abdou Diouf will take the oath of office immediately after the resignation of 

Mr Senghor, the Dakar newspaper continues. Since the revision of the constitution 
in 1976, it is the prime minister who succeeds the head of state, in case he resigns, 
to complete the later's normal term of office. This term comes to an end in April, 
1983. 


However Mr Leopold Sedar Senghor, who has been the Senegalese head of state since 
1960, will remain at the head of the ruling socialist party, which he will repre- 
sent at international and inter-African socialist meetings. 


Soon after his resignation, Mr Senghor will leave for a few weeks’ rest, thus 
leaving the new president to constitute his team and to organize his work. 








Senegal is widowed, writes the director general of LE SOLEIL, Mr Bara Diouf, who 
stressed that Mr Senghor, the first African head of state to hand over power freely, 
has established the foundations of a new philosophy of power. 


Here, people assassinate to live long in power, he writes; there, the elections 
are falsified; elsewhere, arme:’ and bloody coups d'etat are organized; but here, 
he is telling us simply that one must learn to leave the table without returning.

[Text] The establishment of a committee for the joint promotion of community 
development among the black peoples of South Africa has been announced by the 
minister of cooperation and development, Dr Pieter Koornhof. Dr Koornhof told 
a news conference in the city of Pretoria that the committee would consist of 
16 members. They would represent the Department of Education and Training, the 
Department of Health, Social Welfare and Pensions, the Department of Foreign 
Affairs and Information, the Economic Development Corporation, the Bureau for 
Economic Research, Cooperation and Development and the Council of Chairmen of 
Administration Boards. 


The Council of Chief Ministers of the National States has been invited to nominate 
three representatives to serve on the committee. Three chairmen of community 
councils and four members of the Department of Cooperation and Development will 
also serve on the committee. 


Dr Koornhof refcrred to the government's attitude towards the importance of the 
private sectot in the development of Southern Africa and the establishment of a 
multilatera’ development bank in Southern Africa and a development corporation 
for smali businessmen. He said community development and the method of develop- 
ment was closely linked to this trend. 


Black communities in the national states and urban areas outside the national states 
have to take che initiative to speed up their own development. However, it was 
necessary that the authorities should take steps to promote the community initia- 
tives and to support them. Dr Koornhof said the committee would probably be 
established early next year. 


The report of the committee investigating community development was also released 
at the news conference. The committee recommended among other things that the 
administrative setup in urban areas inside the national states should receive 
serious attention and that viable projects for community development in black 
urban areas should be investigated.

(Text] The Government is drawing up tough new laws to curb the wave of illegal 
industrial strikes, 


Also planned are reforms to make union registration and the official bargaining 
system more palatable to black unions. 


The proposed changes--announced by the Minister of Manpower Utilisation, Mr Fanie 
Botha, in a policy speech in Johannesburg yesterday--will form part of a single 
consolidated law on labour relations to be introduced during the next parliamentary 
session, 


Details of the legislation were still being sifted by the National Manpower Commis- 
sion, Mr Botha said, 


He told a large group of top businessmen that the Government had to uphold the 
“principle of order and discipline in the manpower field." To this end legisla- 
tion curbing illegal strikes would have to be introduced, 


The Government would seek bilateral agreements with independent black states 
providing for the immediate deportation of contract workers from these states. 


Tighter controls would be imposed on union strike funds, he said, 
The “subsidisation of strikes by external forces and bodies" would have to stop. 


The Government was considering ways of extending control over strike ballots so 
that ballots could not be conducted by those who instigated strikes, Although 
he did not give details, the Minister said that measures aimed at curbing union 
political activities were likely. 


New laws would also take account of the views of some black unionists and progres- 
sive employers who felt that the current framework of labour law was too restric- 
tive. 
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Among reforms envisaged are: 


--The right of unions to set conditions for membership and the appoinement of 
executive members, At present unions need ministerial permission to register on 
a non-racial basis, 


“An end to the discretionary powers of the Minister and the embodiment of trade 
union rights in law, 


--The extension of registered union rights to foreign contract workers, 


On the issue of whether employers should deal with unions which reject registra- 
tion, Mr Botha said unions would not be forced to register, But he made it clear 
that in the interests of “good order" all unions should be brought “under the 
discipline" of the proposed law, 


Employers should use their “leadership qualities" to guide unions to registration,

tions for re-admission. “The schools unrest which flared up in many areas in South 
Africa, and particularly at Fort Hare, during 1980 ruined the academic careers of 
many Transkeian students, some of whom were Government bursarse. “Government funds 
cannot, however, be expended on futile exercises," he said, Chief Matanzima said 
it was appropriate to reflect on the problems of 1980 and to instil new attitudes 
in the country's youth for the year 1981, His government had made available every 
year a large number of bursaries for fulltime study at various South African

I, Manning of the Naval Corps in Durban said the intake would be restricted to 
about 225, and those between the ages of 16 and 21 would be eligible. "I want to 
assure prospective applicants that once they qualify for the Permanent Force they 
could rise to the highest rank in the navy.” While Indians wanting to make a 
career in the Permanent force can rise to the highest rank in the Navy, those

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FARMER PRICE LNCREASE DEMANDS--Farmers will be clamouring for even bigger price 
increases next year to compensate for what are expected to be record production 
cost levels, a South African Agricultural Union spokesman said in Pretoria yester~ 
day. This year the prices of fertilizers, animal feeds, vehicles and vehicle parts, 
seed and other production-linked costs rose by a conservative 18%, and farm requi- 
sites by 26%. Demands for increases in Government-administered food prices will 

be lodged in the first half of next year by maize, dairy, wheat and other producers-- 
and it is certain their demands, at least to the limit of higher costs, will be met, 
The SAAU spokesman said on a base of 100 in 1970, agricultural prices had risen to 
274.9 on the index last year, Farm requisite prices rose to 331, while between 
1975 and 1979 producer prices rose by only 44%, and farm requisite prices by 68.9%. 
The SAAU food basket for August--it includes grain products, all meats~-including 
poultry, cooking oils, dairy products, fruit and vegetables--for an average white 
home cost R149,60, Of this amount the farmer got an estimated R80.92--54.1% of the

SHIP REPAIR LNDUSTRY--Despite a 15 percent increase in repair costs in South Africa 
in the past few months. Durban and Cape Town are still recognized universally as 
the cheapest marine repair depots in the world, The main competitor is Singapore, 
since prices at Taiwan increased 47 percent in the same period to make them com- 
parable with Hong Kong. A new wage determination influenced prices in South Africa 
in the past year but the level of repair costs here is still about 60 percent below 
that of Britain and Europe. The flow of repair contracts through South Africa is 
likely to increase as a result of the competitive prices. South African depots have 
been hard-pressed in recent weeks to provide reasonable service to clients because 
of the acute artisan shortage, however. The snowballing of industry and the number 
of other jobs which offer continuity of employment compared with the feasts and 
famines of the ship repairers leads to problems when port facilities are under 
pressure, The R300 000 bottom repair contract in the dry dock to the Norwegian 
liner Thor 1, and the R600 000 refit to the rig tender Dave Dodge have drawn heavily

AGREEMENT ON LAND MOVES--Senior South African Government officials and the Govern- 
ment of the Ciskei are in general agreement on the Van Der Walt Commission's 
proposals on Ciskeian land consolidation. This was announced by the minister of 
cooperation and development, Dr Piet Koornhof. The statement was issued by the 
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Borough Council of King William's Town, a white town which, in terma of the pro- 
posals, is to be incorporated into the national state. It was the first time that 
the level of agreement between South African Government officials and the Ciskeian 
Government on Ciskeian land claims was made public. The land claims formed one 

of the cornerstones of the Ciskei comprehensive independence plan for the area, 
The statement said that the Southern Regional Committee, the Federal Consolidation 
Committee, the Commission for Cooperation and Development and the Ciskeian Govern- 
ment had reached unanimity with regard to proposals. Dr Koornhof emphasized that 
the South African Government had not yet made a final decision in this regard, 

He said that to speed up the final decision the Van Der Walt Commission would now 
be giving priority to further consultation with all those involved in the consoli- 
dation plan.

FOREIGN MINISTER REMARKS--Dar es Salaam--The foreign minister, Ndugu Salim 
Ahmad Salim, has said that Tanzania was looking forward to successful talks 
between racist South Africa and SWAPO on Namibia's independence to be held 
in Maputo. Speaking at a farewell dinner in honor of the outgoing Belgium 
ambassador to Tanzania, Mr Eric Kobia, Ndugu Salim expressed his optimism 
that the talks would end up with free elections in Namibia, paving the way 
for the country's independence. The minister called on all peace-loving 
nations to cooperate on the issue and urged apartheid South Africa to leave 
Namibia to allow for free elections and later independence to the United 
Nations trust territory. He said that Tanzania believed that Namibia's 
independence was not very far as a trend has already been set with the 
independence of Zimbabwe, which has been a joy to the international 
community as a whole. On relations between Belgium and Tanzania, the 
foreign minister said that there was great potential ahead for better 
bilateral relations.
